Policeman opposes legislation 


Editor: 

Please add my name to the list of persons 
opposed to the passage of HB 4720. The 
bill, submitted by Rep. Cropsey, would 
drastically change the current method of 
determining who should carry a pistol con- 
cealed on their person. 

The Gun Board, as we know it, would be 
eliminated. CCW (Carrying a concealed 
weapon) applicants would no longer be 
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required to show a need to carry a con- 
cealed weapon, but would receive a permit 
issued by the Secretary of State, absent a 
showing that the person had a mental health 
or criminal history. 

Estimates indicate that the legislation has 
the potential to add 300,000 persons carry- 
ing concealed weapons in the initial year of 
implementation.

Howes pleads guilty to murder 


A Schoolcraft woman faces life impris- 
enment for the murder of an East Jordan 
man in August, 1994, 

Barbara Yolanda Howes pled guilty to 
second degree murder late Tuesday, Sept. 
19, before Judge Richard M. Pajtas of the 
33rd Circuit Court in Charlevoix. Howes 
was charged with open murder and felony 
firearm possession in connection with the 
death of Donald Lee Baker, 49, at his Wil- 
son Road home, in Wilson Township. 

Baker was found dead by a Charlevoix 
County sheriff's deputy early in the morn- 
ing of Aug. 23, 1994. Howes admitted 
shooting Baker with a shotgun, claiming It 
was an act of self-dgfense. The two had 
broken off arelationship a few days earlier, 
and Howes said she was returning to the 
home to pick up her things. She brought the 
loaded weapon with her. 

She was arraigned two days later, and 


was held on a $100,000 bond. She was not 
able to obtain release and has been housed 
at the Charlevoix County Jail since then. 

Howes was scheduled to face a jury trial 
on Oct. 9, but accepted a plea bargain 
instead. According to prosecuting attorney 
Mary Beth Kur, if the case had gone to trial 
with a charge of open murder, the jury 
would have the option of convicting Howes 
of first degree murder, second degree mur- 
der, or manslaughter. 


Charlevoix County Sheriff George T 
Lasater was consulted about the plea before 
Kur accepted. Kur said he agreed the charge 
of second degree murder was appropriate, 
“in light of the facts and circumstances 
surrounding the case.” 


Conviction on the charge carries a pen- 
alty of life, or any term of years. A sentence 
hearing is set for Mon., Oct. 9, at 9 a.m.
